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Wahhinoto*. lull# 20. 
Chauacey Depew haa been asked by 
Rreaklent Harrison to give up $f><),000 a 
year as President of the New York Cen¬ 
tral Railroad to accept $8,000 a year and 
the honor attached to being Secretary of 
State. Very naturally Mr. Depew has 
asked for time to consider the matter. 
It is also prol>able that Mr. Depew will 
wish to consult with the Yandeihilts, 
whose interests he so largely represents, 
as he might desire to resume his place if 
political life did not come up to his ex¬ 
pectations. The story gts»a that in order 
to obtain his acceptance of the State 
portfolio President Harrison told him 
that he would endeavor to smooth the 
way for him to get the Republican nom¬ 
ination in 1896. There arc so many ifs 
in that programme that It Is doubtful 
whether it will exercise much inllueuee 
with Ur. Depew, who is credited with 
ltt*iu& too shrewd a business man to al 
low hliuself to give up a certainty for 
something that.Is more than uucertain. 
If Mr. Depew Incomes Secretary of 
State what will become of Secretary 
Tracy? if President Harrison keeps 
two New York men in the Cabinet there 
will be growling, and if he puts Secre¬ 
tary Tracy iuto the vacancy in the Su¬ 
preme Court, which would, according to 
his friends, please the Secretary very 
much, there would l*e still more growl¬ 
ing. 

President Harrison is a much shrewd¬ 
er |»olitliian than any one of those who 
helped to nominate him. I say “hel|»ed ” 
advisedly, for, although this and that 
man have been credited with having won 
the fight for Mr. Harrison, the fact re¬ 
mains, undisputed among those who 
kuow the inside workings of things po¬ 
litical, that Mr. Harrison never for one 
instant allowed the supreme manage¬ 
ment of his caiiNAss to go out of Ids own 
hands, and that he ow es his renomination 
more directly to himself than to any 
other oue man. Whether this Is to his 
credit or otherwise de|>eiids much u|*»n 
your point .of view. With that I have 
uothlng to do; the point, to l*e made 
plain is the |»olitlcal shrewdness of Mr. 
Harriaou, which many are dlsfxtsod to 
underrate. * - 

Au evidence of that shrewdness was 
given when he telegraphed to Miune- 
*l>o|is ordering his followers to stop 
abusing Mr. Hlaine that telegram was 
a tremendous factor iu the light, lie is 
now giving another evidence of his 
shrewdness by making those members 
of his party who worked against him at 
sad Uefore the Couventiou feel that lie 
Lcarw no ill-will, and he Is doing it 

right along, while some of bis fool-fot- 
luwvrs are running around blowing 
about how “we downed ’em.** These 
things must not be lost sight of by those 
wist attempt to figure up In advance the 
probable result of this campaign. In 
the minds of many people it is Isuieath 
the dignity of a President to personally 
take part in the management of a |*olltl- 
eal campaign, but it must not !*> forgot¬ 
ten that there are also many men who 
admire the “get there" quality above all 
others. 

Representative Watson made an in¬ 
effectual attempt when the House ad* 
jourued from Saturday to Wednesday to 
get tl»e House to agree to giving the 
rent of the week l»eginning on Wednes¬ 
day to a debate on the 8ul*-Treasury 
lull. The failure was partly due to the 
fa. t that it bail been fully uuderstood 
that the House would upou meeting on 
Wednesday adjourn to Saturday, in order 
to give all the Democratic memls»rs a 
chance to stay In Chicago, whooping it 
up for their favorites, until the noinina 
tion is made.

He has k»eeu vindicated by 
the I democratic majority of the House 
i'uiuiuittee on Reform iu the Civil Ser¬ 
vice, which has been investigating the 
report be made charging that certain 
IVdrral officials In Baltimore had violate 
*1 the Civil-Service Laif. The l*»mo- 
*r&ts od tbs Committee have agreed to 
* lengtby report iu whieh they say Mr. 
ihiosevelt's report was correct, while 
that made by direction of Postiuastcr- 
Geueral Wauafuaker by Post-office In- 
h {»ectorS was incorrect. The report also 
Wry sharply criticises Mr. Wanamaker 
and says that his actions indicate a de¬ 
tenu Inat ion chi bis part not to enforce 
the law There is oue drawback, how¬ 
ever, to Mr. Roosevelt's enjoyment. 
Not a single Republican on the Com¬ 
mittee agreed to the majority re|H»rt., 
and the minority report, which will be 
signed by the Republican* on tbe Com¬ 
mittee, will probably stand by Mr. Wau* 
arnaker.
